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Hoover Offers 12-Point Program 
To Ease Shortage in Meats 


WASHINGTON, June 20—(#)— 
Herbert Hoover declared today 
that meat controls have broken 
down and proposed a sweeping 12- 
point program to remedy shortages 


in animal products. 

In brief, the program includes 
@n “administrative revolution” in) 
control agencies; concentration of 
much authority under the secre-| 
Zary of agriculture; a system of 
ceiling and floor prices on meats, 
poultry, eggs and dairy products 
designed to increase production 
without subsidy payments, and 
gelf-policing by representatives of 
livestock growers, packers, com- 
mission men and retailers. 

The proposals of the former 
president and food administrator 
of World War I were made in a 
letter read to the house by Rep. 
Jenkins, Republican, Ohio. 
“]OCAL FAMINES” 

Hoover referred to “local fam- 
fines” of animal products in the 
cities. and had this to say of black 
markets: 

“The existence of black markets 
in meats and fats (except milk) 
in “every city of the country is 
sufficient evidence of a _ break- 
down in control of both distribu- 
tion and price.” 

As a remedy he proposed “to re- 
eonstruct the whole method of or- 
ganization and administration,” as 
follows: 

1. The secretary of agriculture | 
should be not only food admin- 
istrator, as the President has al- 
ready announced, “but in my view 
the secretary of agriculture should 
aiso have physically transferred to 
him al) of the price and other pow- 
ers and staff of OPA which are 
concerned in any way with ani- 
mals and animal products, includ- 
ing feed, except the mechanical 
job of rationing. That the OPA 
should continue.” 

2. He should also have trans- 
ferred to him the control of all 
allocation and buying of major 
animal products for the armed 
forces, lend-lease and relief.

3. The secretary should appoint 
an administrator of animal prod- 
ucts. 

4. In order to co-ordinate offi- 
cial buying, the secretary should 
have an advisory committee repre- 
senting the Army, Navy, lend-lease 
and relief allocation and buying, 
except for purely local purchases. 
“There should be in effect one na- 
tional food pool under the direc- 
tion of the secretary of agricul- 
ture and upon which the armed 
forces should have the first call.” 

5. There should be “genuine or- 
ganized co-operation” with the 
farmers and the legitimate trades.

Health Groups Seek $1,000,000 
To Combat Georgia Tuberculosis

Immediate expenditure of more 
than a million dollars to combat 
tuberculosis in Georgia, and es- 
tablishment of a program to train 
workers for an expanded public 
health program will be recom- 
mended by the State Board of 
Health and the newly created 
State Health Advisory Council. 

The two groups yesterday voted 
to make these recommendations 
after Gov. Arnall challenged them 
to suggest “something practical 
that we can do right now to spread 
the health program to every Geor- 
gia county.” The Governor prom- 
ised to “strain the state’s financial 
resources” to pay for such a prac- 
tical program. They named a com- 
mittee to present the requests to 
the Governor. 

The health boards urged imme- 
diate remodeling of the Alto state 
tuberculosis sanatorium at a cost 
of $205,000. This would include 
construction of a nurses’ home, 
cottages for employed personnel, 
and reconversion of the children’s

building into a surgical unit. All 
of this has been suggested by a 
United States Public Health Serv- 
ice scientific survey, a special leg- 
islative investigating committee, 
and the State Agricultural and In- 
dustrial Development Board. 

The boards asked immediate 
construction of a 200-bed hospital 
in central Georgia for Negro tu- 
berculosis patients, thereby aban- 
doning the Negro unit at Alto.

ONLY SHIP DAMAGED 


Graceful’ 
Victim of 


Nashville 
Bad Break 


By RALPH TEATSWORTH 


SOMEWHERE IN THE PHILIPPINES.—(UP)—The USS Nash- 
ville was the victim of a very unlucky break. 
Th¢ graceful lady of the seas, who had distinguished herself so 
many times during the New Guinea campaign, was the only American 
ship damaged by the Japanese in the convoy that carried the American 


forces to Mindoro. 

I was aboard this sleek light | 
cruiser when a_ single- enemy | 
plane sneaked over the convoy | 
and made a suicide dive on us in 
the mid-afternoon of December 13. 

The single-engine plane hit the 
Nashville squarely amidships, just 
behind the bridge and between 
two five-inch guns. There was an 
explosion that sounded as if all 
the cruiser’s guns had fired simul- 
taneously, then a layer of flam: 
that seemed to cover 100 feet of 
deck, and finally clouds of smoke 
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and hundreds of successive explo- 
sions from five-inch and 40 mm. 
shells. 


BLASTS LAST 15 MINUTES 


The explosions of the ship’s am- 
munition lasted 15 minutes. Deb- 
ris flew in all directions and no 
place topside was really safe. Men 
wounded, burned and bleeding 
screamed fore and aft. 

It was three o’clock. Although 
we had received reports all day 
of Japanese planes in the vicinity 
of the convoy, we hadn’t actually 
seen them. I had been napping 
beside the forward six-inch gun 
turret with two other correspond- 
ents, Murlin Spencer, of the Asso- 
ciated Press, and John Leonard, 
of Reuters, 

Suddenly, I was awakened by 
the roar of a plane. It lasted five 
or six seconds. Then—the crash. 

There was a fairly good cloud 
cover and we had been passing 
through the narrow straits between 
the Mindanao and Sulu seas. 

Siquijor Island lay just a few 
miles to the north, It was obvious 
that a plane had come across the 
island and flown over the clouds 
until it reached the center of the 
convoy. 

HITS FROM PORT SIDE 


Then the enemy pilot made a 
45-degree dive, picked his target 
and straightened out 100 feet over 
the water. He came in wide open 
from behind the Nashville at 
masthead height. It looked as if 
he was coming in from the sstar- 
board side, but he snaked across 
the fantail and attacked from the 
port side. 

Naval officers believed that the 
plane carried two small bombs. 
The main force of the explosion 
Pstruck the starboard side but the 
damage was terrific over the en- 
tire width of the ship. The plane’s 
gasoline drenched the deck, burned 
fiercely, charred several men in 
their tracks and probably set off 
most of the ammunition. 

Several high-ranking Navy and 
Army officers were killed. Brig. 
Gen. William C. Dunckel, who 
commanded the Mindoro opera- 
tion, was jin his cabin, a few yards 
from where the plane crashed. 
Shrapnel pierced the steel walls 
and a large chunk of metal just 
missed his head. He was wounded 
in the head, right hand and left 
thumb. Later he told us that the 
same thumb had been pierced in 
the first world war.

production. That is, for instance,

HUYING PROTECTION

“INCREASE IN OUTPUT” 

“As a consequence under such 
a plan,” Hoover said, “production 
will increase” and “the people will 
get their animal products for low- 
er prices than they are paying to- 
day if black market and subsidies 
are taken into account.” 

He concluded: 

“Without reform our domestic 
difficulties will increase, and the 
hope of aid on meats and fats to 
women and children abroad be- 
comes hopeless.” 

Before setting forth his pro- 
gram, the former President said 
that in the first World War there 
were in animal products “no 
black .markets, no local famines, 
no card rationing system,” and 
production increased. 

When Jenkins completed read- 
ing Hoover’s letter, Rep, Brown, 
Democrat, Georgia, said “My an- 
swer is that I well remember it 
took 20 years for farmers to re- 
cover from the inflation in and 
immediately following the last 
war. Some 435,000 farmers lost

Hoover’s communication was in- 
troduced as the house swung into 
debate on extension of price and 
rationing laws, with OPA alter- 
nately Game for the nation’s 
food shortages and defended as 
the only bulwark against ruinous 
inflation.

NEW YORK, June 20.—(INS)—The late President Roose- 
velt requested that a solid white marble tombstone be erected 
over his grave in the rose garden of the family estate on the 
Hudson, Basil O’Connor, chairman of the American Red Cross, 
revealed today. 

A memorandum in Mr. Roosevelt's own handwriting, de- 
scribing the details of the headstone, was found among his 
effects, O’Connor said. 

It was dated Dec. 26, 1937, and requested “a plain white 
marble monument—no carving or decoration—to be placed over 
my grave, east and west as follows: length 8 feet, width 4 feet, 
height 3 feet. Whole to be set on marble base extending two

than six inches from the ground.”

Then, last Jan. 28, he was removed 
with other prisoners, who marched 
through the snow 75 miles and 
then were loaded into box cars 
and sent to Mooseburg Camp, 
north of Munich. 


As the 1,004foot ship, one of

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22,000 Georgia Jobs 
Await Men, States WMC 


The tendency of workers in many war plants to jump the gun in 
making their own postwar plans and to leave their jobs for “what 
they believe to be permanent employment” has the War Manpower 
Commission battling to maintain a sufficient labor supply for essential 


industry in Georgia. 

Thomas H. Quigley, state WMC 
director, said there is an imme- 
diate demand for 22,500 workers, 
both skilled and unskilled, in Geor- 
gia, and that Georgia could fill at 
least 4.500 out-of-state jobs if it 
could find persons willing to take 
them. 

“There is, without exception, 
gome kind of war job awaiting 
every man and woman in the state 
who is willing to worl. at it,” Quig- 
ley declared. “Many of these jobs 
are more vital today than in the 
past.” 

Another WMC official declared 
that “there is not, nor will there 
be for at least the rest of this 
year, any necessary unemployment 
in Georgia.” 

The turnover of labor in war- 
plants, he explained, has “in- 
creased enormously” since the first 
of this year. It was in January, 
he said, that the state experienced 
its first cutback in war produc- 
tion, this coming in cuts of ship 


production and the layoff of ship 
workers. 

This cutback, he said, started 
“the very human” reaction of 
many in warplants wanting to get 
what they considered permanent 
jobs with nonwar industries. 


Since the first of the year, and 
until a few weeks ago with no ma- 
terial change, the turnover of per- 
sons leaving war jobs showed a 
large increase. 

Many of those leaving jobs re- 
turned to their homes, some out 
of state, some to farms within the 
state, many back to the small 
towns from which they came to 
take the war jobs. Many found 
that when they sought other em- 
ployment the pay was not as high 
as tuey had been getting, so they 
just wouldn’t take jobs. 

In war plant work, it was ex- 
plained, some of the workers were 
“upgraded” rapidly, getting: into 
high pay brackets, and when they 
started looking for other jobs, 
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“They all took dancing lessons at Arthur Murray’s 
and got married!”

sought only those of the same pay. 
These, they could not find. 

In viewing the employment sit- 
uation for the months tc come, 
one WMC official said that there 
is one situation 
worker usually overlooks. Non- 
war industry and business, he 
said, is “struggling along” with the 
best workers it can find, but many 
are unsuited for the jobs, and 
most places employing a large 
number of workers will be in the 
market for new workers to replace 
the indifferent or inefficient work- 
ers as soon as the war is over. 

For the Atlanta section of the 
state, this WMC official said the 
prospect for postwar employment 
is exceptionally bright. 

WMC’S AIM 

For the present, the WMC is 
striving to maintain warplant em- 
ployment at the necessary level to 
furnish the implements wanted 
for the Pacific war. 

Giving an industry-by-industry 
review of the current needs, Quig- 
ley urged that everyone able to 
work apply at one of the 35 U. S. 
Employment offices-in the state, 
and accept one of the open posi- 
tions. 

His analysis of the need follows: 

“Now on file in tne state’s USES 


offices by 148 of Georgia’s war’ 


producing plants and services es- 
sential thereto, are orders for 17,- 
769 male and female war workers, 
an increase over 30 days ago. 


“In addition to these demands 
on manpower of the state, we have 
orders for not less than 4,500 per- 
sons to fill jobs in and out of the 
state from Navy yards ‘repairing 
damaged fleet units and for new 
ship construction; for air line, bus 
and railway transportation; in the 


steel and foundry industry; and 


for concerns producing munitions. 
In addition to these, there is even 
a more urgent demand for skilled 
and unskilled labor in ‘mystery 
plants’ in the southeast producing 
items for the armed services that 
cannot be listed for security rea- 
sons 

“In Georgia’s shipyards, 289 
skilled and unskilled workers are 
needed today to meet production 
goals and to replace in part per- 
sons separated from the yards in

Further Easing of Restrictions 
On Gas Sought by Hotel Men 


SAVANNAH, Ga., June 20.—(4#)—The Georgia Hotel Association 
adopted a resolution today urging further lifting of restrictions on the 


use of gasoline by civilians. 

The resolution urged that gaso- 
line be allowed “individuals for 
trips not more than 500 miles dis- 
tance when it is shown that at 
least three persons will occupy 
the cars on such trips and pro- 
vided that not more tha.. two such 
trips are allowed in a 12-month 
period.” 

The attention of President Tru- 
man and the Office of Price Ad- 
ministration will be directed to 
the resolution.

Continued From First Page 
with the state financing the entire 
public health program, and the 
counties building hospitals and 
caring for indigent sick. Aber- 
crombie asked that one district or- 
ganization be. set up immediately 
as a test, but the board delayed 
action pending a committee study. 

Public health advisory boards 
will be organized in every county 
in Georgia to promote good health, 
the state board and state advisory 
council decided. The advisory 
councils will supplement the coun- 
ty health boards in those counties 
which have health boards. They 
will act as health boards in those 
counties which do not have 
boards, 


These advisory councils would 
range in membership up to 12, and 
would be named by the state 
board chairman with the advice 
of county commissioners. The 
councils would study their own 
health problems and make sug- 
gestions through their local health 
boards for improvements. Their 
primary function would be to edu- 
cate the people in the needs of 
public health, 

Mrs. J. C. Owens, of Griffin,

What's in Store for Japan 


Our military leaders have not said 
so, but it is obvious that even as we 
meticulously prepare for invasion of the 
Japanese islands we carry on a plan of 
fire-bombing and blockade. 


Gen. “Hap” Arnold has announced our 
air forces soon will be dropping 6,000 
bombs per day, or 2,000,000 tons a year— 
seven times the earlier rate. It must be 
kept in mind that we used less than 80,000 
tons to devastate Berlin. . 


Japan’s two best areas are on the island 
of Honshu. There, within easy reach of 
one another, concentrated for bombing 
purposes in a manner ideal, are che six 
great cities, Tokyo (population 6,667,804), 
Osaka (3,252,340),

Once in charge of 
these islands, the Americans would be in 
a strategic position to strike for Formosa 
or for the coast. The invasion of Japan 
proper will not come until we have com- 
pleted our bombing, burning and block- 
ading, and studied results. 


A Heating-Oil Tip to the Wise 


There is expected a temporary increase 
in storage supplies of oil. In fact, this 
summer will probably see a real surplus 
in oil. 


However, this increase in supply is 
foreseen, by the Petroleum Administra- 
tion, as only temporary. It is expected 
that demands of the Pacific war will be 
even heavier, in total consumption, than 
those of the two-war period before Ger- 
many was conquered. This because of the 
needs for aviation gasoline and fuel oil to 
operate planes and ships over the tremen- 
dous distances against the Japanese. 


Thus, temporarily, in theecomparative 
lull in combat between V-Day in Europe 


and the all-out attack on Japan—the pe- 
riod of redeployment of our forces—oil is 
accumulating in the storage facilities in 
all parts of the country. When the de- 
mands.of the Pacific war reach their peak 
this surplus is apt to shrink, quickly. 


It is, based upon these factors, esti- 
mated there will be no increase in heating 
oil for civilian use next winter. The sur- 
plus now accumulating will be decreasing 
by them. 


Hence, the tip to wise users of heating 
oil: Lay in your supply of oil for next 
winter now, while the storage tanks are 
full or filling. You will not only help 
yourself, but help the twin problems of 
national oil supply and oil for war. 


What Price Control Means to the Buyer 


The League of Women Voters, one of 
the most consistent influences for the pub- 
lic good, has been doing some splendid 
work throughout the ration in connection 
with efforts of various pressure groups to 
force upward revision of ceiling prices. 


Typical of this commendable campaign 
was a demonstration staged in Chicago 
last week to impress upon residents of that 
city what price control in this war has 
meant as compared with 1918. 


One woman, dressed in high-top button 
shoes, an ankle-length coat suit and a last- 
war’s hat, paraded through the city carry- 
ing a market basket in which was a sack 


of sugar. Her companion, dressed in to- 
day’s style, rolled a grocery cart in which 
were five pounds of sugar, a loaf of bread, 
half a dozen oranges, two quarts of milk, 
a box of oatmeal and a pound of coffee. 
Placards pointed out that all the items in 
the 1945 cart cost the same thing as the 
lone sack of sugar in the 1918 basket— 
$1.34. 

A simple little object lesson, yes. But 
one which will certainly serve to make 
people stop and think the next time some 
selfish private interest goes before a con- 
gressional committee to urge that “just a 
little inflation” would be a good thing for 
the country. 


A Great General: 
A Greater Person 


Now that the tumult of welcome has died 

down, a somewhat surprised America is taking 

sees stock of Gen. Dwight Eisenhower and saying, 
“Here is not merely a great general, but a great person.” 

Let us look at him—the victorious supreme commander, wearer 
of the Distinguished Service Medal, the British Order of Merit 
(never conferred before upon an American), the Russian Order of 
Victory, and the French Cross of Liberation. There is none more 
utterly American. He is a complete American fused out of Euro- 
pean stocks to meet the promise and opportunity and tradition of 
this country. In him, too, is the realization of the great American 
dream; the fulfillment of the legend. 


- 
It was he who brought about complete unity between the British 


and American commands. It was he who saw clearly the needs o 
Russian collaboration, and it is he, too, who has stood with ‘glass 
in hand and toasted with all his great sincerity the Russian soldier, 
his leaders and his accomplishment. It was this quality which 
caused Winston Churchill to say of him that more than any man 
Gen. Eisenhower had “the capacity for making great nations march 
together more truly united than they have ever been before.” 

So much for the general, the soldier, the campaigner. 

What of the man? 

He said in London that “humility must be the portion of any 
man who receives acclaim earned in the blood of his followers and 
the sacrifices of his friends.” 

Search the books which contain the words of the great of gen- 
erations now gone. You will find no greater phrase than that. 


Freedom 


He said: 

“To preserve his freedom of worship, his equality before law, 
his liberty to speak and act as he sees fit, subject only to provisions 
a trespass not upon similar rights of others—a Londoner will 

gnt. 

“So will a citizen of Abilene.” 

He said something more about freedom in that London talk 
which has the same simple strength: 

“My most cherished hope is that after Japan joins the Nazis 
in utter defeat, neither my country nor yours need ever again sum- 
mon its sons and daughters from their peaceful pursuits to face the 
tragedies of battle. But—a fact important for both of us to re- 
member—neither London nor Abilene, sisters under the skin, will 
sell her birthright for physical safety, her liberty for mere ex- 
istence.” 

Go down the paragraphs of his sayings and you will find much 
pure gold and no wasted words: 

The Russians: “I have found the individual Russian one of the 
friendliest persons in the world. He likes to talk with us, laugh 
with us. He likes to see the humor of life, and I am sure they 
like the Allies and were very glad to see us. 

“The peace lies, when you get down to it, with all the peoplles 
of the world, not just for the moment with some political leader 
who is trying to direct the.destiny of a country along a certain line. 
If all the peoples are friendly, we are going to have peace. I think 
the Russians are friendly. I know all the officers I met are. I have 
stopped and talked with interpreters and with some of the men. 
I found them wanting to grin and wanting to enjoy life.” 

On Nationality: “To my mind, a very young child is really of 
no nationality. A person achieves his nationalistic bent through 
education or propaganda, but he achieves it after he is beyond the 
age of mere childhood.” 

(What will you say, oh parents and teachers and politicians?) 

On Negro Soldiers: “I do not differentiate among soldiers. I do 
not say white soldiers or Negro soldiers, and I do not say American 
or British soldiers. To my mind, I have had a task in this war 
that makes me look upon soldiers as soldiers.” 

Freedom of the Press: “Every soldier in this war has the right 
to hope that all peoples may have, at the very least, the advantages 
of a free press and the free exchange of information throughout 
the world. Intolerance and bigotry flourish under dictated news, 
but they tend to disappear under the effects of enlightened educa- 


tion and the freedom of the press.” 

He stood before the joint session of congress and 
To Congress he said to them that the fighting fee tien com- 
bat soldiers of this war, expected them to preserve the peace the 
armies are winning. 

“The grief of those who mourn for their dead,” he said, “can 
be relieved only by the faith that all this should not happen again. 
The fighting man believes that, with the same determination, the 
same optimistic resolution, and the same mutual consideration 
among allies that marshaled in Europe forces capable of crushing 
what had been the greatest war machine in history, the problems 
of peace can and must be met.” 

Having had his say, he went home to Abilene. 

And America is beginning to see him in a new light. The gen- 
eral, the military leader, is fading back. Coming forward is Dwight 
Eisenhower, statesman and thinker, with a vision keen and sharp; 
speaking the simple, plain language of the people; saying plainly 
what all the great inarticulate peoples want said, 

The man is greater than the hero. 


He said, too, in London a thing about freedom which 
was as simple as Lincoln’s Gettysburg address.

The Curse of Babel 
still Handicaps Man 


From the Book of Genesis, chapter 11: 
. “. . . let us go down, and there confound 
. “hay their language, that they may not understand 
one another’s speech.... 
“Therefore is the name of it called Babel, because the Lord did 
there confound the language of all the earth: .. .” 


My concordance states the site of the Tower of Babel has never 
been located. It is one of those odd little anecdotes you find in 
the Old Testament which fundamentalists insist must be literally 
true and which rationalists declare are not literal fact, but symbolic. 

Well, fact or symbol, the Curse of Babel, or the Curse of Tongues, 
is still one of the heaviest handicaps laid upon mankind in its search 


of today for a formula for lasting peace, 

ar 7 We of the English-speaking world have 
Misinterpretations had, in recent months, an entire series 
of arguments of one sort or another with Soviet Russia. To their 
lasting credit be it said the Russians have come more than halfway 
to meet us in their desire for understanding and co-operation. There 
is good ground for hope that the United States and the Soviet, the 
two strongest powers in the world today, may increase their friend- 
ship and better their mutual understanding in the years ahead. 

Undoubtedly, however, a large percentage of the misunderstand- 
ings we have had, not only with Russia but with other nations, are 
directly traceable to the difficulty—nay, impossibility—of translat- 
ing from one language to another and retaining the exact shade 
of meaning intended. 

Not only in language, but in manner of thought, one nationality 
is different from any other. What makes it worse, words are fre- 
quently used, even among our own people, in context entirely dif- 
ferent from their dictionary meaning. And you must remember 
other people, of other tongues, can depend only upon the dictionary 
meaning if they try to understand what we are trying to explain. 
To get the idea I’m trying to express, get your dictionary and look 
up the literal meaning, there, of a number of words in common use, 
For instance, “democracy” and “republic” and “communism.” And 
compare those definitions with the concept of those words you have 
when you hear them tossed around in everyday discussion. 


Not Only Foreigners 


in tongues. 

Why, we all know that it often happens, among ourselves, that 
liberal thinkers interpret altogether in different way a statement 
or expression to how the conservatives understand it. Not infre- 
quently in the early days of the New Deal, unintentional! mis- 
understandings between New Dealers and reactionaries arose solely 
because of this differing interpretation of what we fondly believe 
is our nationally universal language. 

There are sectional differences in the meaning of words, too. 

And, when it comes to the use of what we mistakenly think 
is the same language by peoples in widely separated portions of 
the world, the danger of misunderstanding is alarming. 

Take English. There is so much difference between English as 
spoken in Britain and as it is used in the United States they are 
almost two distinct languages. And the same basic language be- 
comes different again as it is spoken in Australia. Or in South 
Africa. 

Why, then, be surprised when peoples who not only speak, but 
think differently, sometimes become confused over the meaning of 
an agreement? 

The astonishing thing would be if we always saw exactly eye 


to eye. For that would be impossibility. 

Some have seen solution of this problem 
World Language? in the adoption of a world language. 
Esperanto or Io or Basic English or some other. 

I can’t see where that would help much. Because who could 
teach it to all the different language groups so uniformly that each 
would interpret that new language exactly as all the others? You'd 
have to interpret the new tongue in the languages your various 
pupils understood and thus would run smack into the old difficulty.

WASHINGTON—In speculating on the length 

bs of war in the Pacific it is interesting to con- 

— sider what the situation on the Japanese home 

front will be a year hence, if the Tokyo government persists in its 
determination to wage a last-ditch resistance. 


Speaking from Manila the other day, Gen. H. H. Arnold, chief 
of the Army Air Forces, said that by the end of 1946 Japan will 
have ceased to exist as a bombing target if the war is still in prog- 
ress at that time. 


Drawing a picture of the around-the-clock bombing operations 
we are planning against the Japanese homeland, Gen. Arnold said 
that by autumn twice the number of B-29s will be in service over 
Japan as were used a month ago, and that before 1946 passes “we 
will put three times as many bombs on Japan as we ever put on 
Germany”—an estimated 2,000,000 tons. 


The effect of these tremendous operations, he predicted, will be 
to wipe out all major Japanese cities and destroy practically alli 
industries, leaving the country a barren waste so far as its large 
metropolitan centers are concerned. 


To that end, it was emphasized that the targets now being hit 
by Superfortresses would soon be within range also of medium, 
light and fighter bombers, with a TT increasing tonnage ‘of 
explosives and incendiaries falling day and night. 

Preparations for these greatly 


To Go Forward Rapidly stepped-up operations will go for- 


ward rapidly with the final clean-up of Okinawa. The giant air 
forces we used in the European theater will be shifted to the Pacific 
as fast as accommodatoins can be provided for them. 


That prospect alone should be sufficient to bring the Tokyo 
warlords to their senses. They know from what we have done to 
their main cities already the fate that awaits the rest of the country. 
Japan, as Gen. Arnold says, will be left a country with no large 
cities and no industry, blockaded on all sides and stripped of fuel 
resources. 


But that is only half of the story. Starvation is the other half. 


Writing in the current issue of the American Mercury, Bernard 
Seeman, special consultant on Japan for the OWI, says that the 
Japanese civilian population is already verging on starvation. He 
quotes the Japanese cabinet as saying that 80 per cent of the civilians 
in Tokyo are suffering from beri-beri, and other diseases due to an 
improper diet lacking in animal protein and green vegetables 
are increasing at a great rate. 


Mr. Seeman describes the pinch that has been put on Japanese 
civilians as follows: “In 1943 the average Japanese ate 370 pounds 
of rice per year; in 1944 only 240 pounds. Before the war he ate 
95 pounds of protein-essential fish each year; last year less than 
50 pounds. His annual prewar consumption of vegetables was 220 
pounds; by 1944 this had dropped to 140 pounds. Bread, milk, meat, 
cheese and candy, once highly popular among city dwellers, today 
are unobtainable luxuries.” 


’ : If those are the conditions today, we 
A Year 5 Difference can imagine how much worse they 
will be a year hence after the blockade is made complete around 
the Japanese home islands. Japan faces a future of destruction 
and desolation, of hunger and starvation. 

The OWI official goes on to say that “‘on the basis of all latest ac- 
counts, it would appear that the closer the storm of American 
fighting power approaches the Japanese homeland, the greater be 
comes the hysterical resolve of the Japanese people to go down 
fighting.” 

But there is no reason to suppose that the situation will con- 
tinue to be thus. The force of our bombs and the pinch of starva- 
tion can change all of this. 

It just does not make sense that a nation of people, however 
strange and uncivilized they may be, can commit themselves to 
total destruction. The Germans pretended to adopt a philosophy 
of this kind in the final days of the European struggle. But they 
quickly collapsed when the showdown came. 

The Japs can do that, too. It is inconceivable that they will 
stand up for the last fanatical resistance their leaders proclaim.

A majority of senate Republi- | 


cans still stood against the extra 
tariff-reduction bargaining au- 
thority, as a majority of Demo- 
crats were for it. The step back- 
ward toward economic nationalism 
which a majority of the Repub- 
lican party took in the senate, as 
it did in the house, is discourag- 
ing. 

But there is a brighter side 
worth noting in the courage of 
the minority in the senate which 
refused to follow the stand-pat ele- 
ment led by Sen. Taft, Ohio. Those 
courageous senators were mostly 
the newer and younger members 
who have shown a progressive 
viewpoint on other issues, eco- 
nomic and international. 

Perhaps the most hopeful way 
to look at it is that these men 
may be a leaven that will work 
effectively in time. 

Gov. Dewey, of New York, the 
titular party leader, came out 
boldly before senate consideration 
of the reciprocal tariff bill for a 
broad program of international co- 
operation, including the reciprocal 
tariff. His timely reminder may 
have had some influence in the 
senate. Certainly before that no 
one had counted upon as many 
as nine Republicans leaving Sen. 
Taft. 

The bolting Republicans appar- 
ently were influenced by several 
considerations which were well 
set forth by one of them, Sen. 
Smith, New Jersey, in his speech 
announcing his change of position. 

These included the belief that 
economic co-operation with other 
nations must go hand in hand with 
political co-operation, the lack of 
any real injury to any industry 
by previous reciprocal trade agree- 
ments, assurances by State De- 
partment officials that they would 
do nothing to hurt American in- 
dustry in future negotiations, and 
an antipathy to return to the old 
method of writing tariff bills on 
the floors of congress in tedious 
detail, under the influence of trad- 
ing and log-rolling and with an 
annoying swarm of lobbyists of 
special interests hanging around 
like bar flies. 

An analysis of the senate vote 
on the reciprocal tariff also indi- 
cates a diminution of the tariff 
as a party issue, with emphasis 
now rather on it as a local issue. 
That is shown, for example, in 
the way both Republicans and 
Democrats from the western cat- 
tle and mining states joined in op- 
posing authority for further re- 
ductions—with, of course, some ex- 
ceptions.

NEW YORK—I desire to assure

cause, not to make a patriotic vir- 
tue of this decision, the going is 
just too tough nowadays. I may 
have to take a couple of hops to 
Washington but no fair person 
would call that run a pleasure trip 
because the journey itself is a mo- 
notonous grind after the first few 
hundred times and about all I do 
is tear over those magnificent dis- 
tances, pretty much of the mile- 
age on foot, trying to see people 
who have just moved to another 
set of offices just around the cor- 
ner frqgqm ‘where I was when I 
started out to call on them. And 
the heat is awful there now and 
the locals who home there and 
can’t get away have taken such. 
a beating from dear old friends 
whom they hardly knew by sight 
back in the old hometown that 
they tip-toe around their quarters 
behind drawn shades and black 
out the lights at night, and have 
adopted a habit of saying, when 
they answer the phone, “Yes, this 
is Sassafras 3709 but this is 
O’Brien’s garage and there is no 
Spelvin lives here.” 


It took a long time to satisfy 
a longing that was aroused back 
in Minnesota when I hung around 
the water-tank down by the depot 
and heard those marvelous sto- 
ries of their tours hither and yon 
from the bums who dropped off 
there to rinse out a shirt and 
catch a little sleep in the bushes 
by the right of way. It took hun- 
dreds of days and nights between 
here and Chicago.and Detroit and 
the south and the west coast but 
I am cured and, in fact, my trou- 
ble nowadays is not in keeping off 
the cars but in getting myself go- 
ing when I know I ought to go 
somewhere and see some people, 
personally, about something. 


The railroad men have done a 
wonderful job pushing the traffic 
along in this war and I have to 
admire their courage in sticking 
to the road because some of the 
old conductors have tajd me very 
frankly that the equipment is just 
hanging together and some of the 
new talent simply can’t appreciate 
the importance of the rules of 
safety. I happen to know a couple 
of railroad presidents, too, whose 
last thought as they drop off at 
night is a dread that the phone 
will ring and the office will say 
that the big train has piled into 
a freight or hit a curve a little 
too fast somewhere and tumbled 
down a mountain. This happens 
often nowadays and the fine old 
record of safety in railroad travel 
is just a memory and a standard 
to strive for after the war when 
there will be new cars and plen- 
ty of men to work over them and 
fix up spongy places in the road- 
beds. 


Up to now not many of our peo- | 
ple have taken seriously the ex-) 
hortations from .Washington to 
stay off the railroads and given 
the service men and, for that mat- 
ter, the country, a break. Or, any- 
ways, those who did take them 
seriously have been heavily out- 
numbered by the thousands who 
didn’t. A great many of these 
civilian passengers have been rel- 
atives of service men going to 
visit them in camp or going to 
their seaboard in the hope of see- 
ing them off or greeting them on 
their return, Some of the traffic 
of the coastal areas has consisted 
of relatives hurrying to the hos- 
pitals. 

There has been no analysis of 
the reasons for civilian travel, 
however, because our people are 
not the kind to give you a polite 
answer if you step up, flashing a 
badge, and ask them why they are 
going somewhere.

Hitler's 

‘Escape 
Ship Found 


TRAVEMUENDE, Germany, 
June 16.—(Delayed)—(4)—A 
huge four-engined plane which 
carried 30,000 gallons of gasoline 
has been found near Trave- 
muende, and German _ ground 
crews said they were ordered in 
the last weeks of the war to keep 
it ready to carry Hitler non-stop 
to Japan. 

Three self-sealing gasoline 
tanks, each of 4,000 gallons ca- 
pacity, were in the cabin, leaving 


enough space foronl y three pas- 


sengers. 

Crewmen said they made daily 
test flights of the big white and 
blue plane, prominently marked 
with the swastika. 

The plane landed on a special 
long concrete strip near the 
Travemuende sea coast last April 
just as RAF planes flew in. Sev- 
eral holes were shot in the craft 
and the pilot overshot the landing 
strip. The plane pitched over on 
its side and caught a wing on the 
ground, tearing off a tip. The war 
ended before it could be repaired. 

RAF strafers also attacked three 
triple decked six-engined  sea- 
planes built like the American 
seaplane Mars. Two, moored in a 
bay, were sunk. The third was 
damaged in flight, but managed to 
land. All three had been ordered 
to the secret airfield at Trave- 
muende and kept ready to take 
Nazi party officials from Ger- 
many.

Bormann, chief of Hitler’s chancel- 
lery who had risen to be the pow- 
er behind Hitler, probably was 
killed while trying to escape Ber- 
lin in a tank. 


Eric H. Kempke, 34, Hitler's No. 
1 chauffeur since 1936, told the 
story. He said he carried Eva 
body from the bunker 
shortly before 3 p. m. April 30 
after she and Hitler shot them- 
selves with pistols. 

Kempke said that he, Bormann, 
Goebbels, SS Troop Leaders Otto 
Guensche and Heinz Linge, per- 
sonal adjutants to Hitler, and a 
couple of others whose names he 
did not remember, saw the bodies 


of Hitler and Eva Braun burning 
in the chancellery garden near the 
shelter. 

Shortly before Hitler and his 
mistress-bride shot themselves, 
Kempke said, Hitler ordered Guen- 


sche to have their bodies burned | 
so their remains would not fall in | 


Russian hands. 


Kempke said that Goebbels and | 
his wife killed themselves in some | 
manner he did not know. in the | 
chancellery bunker and that the 
bunker was then soaked with gaso- 
line and set afire.

Saying that a mass meeting of

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MY DAY .... By Eleanor Roosevelt 


NEW YORK, Tuesday.—On Friday I came 
to New York City to do several things that I 


had promised to do some time ago. 


Among 


other things, I paid a visit to Unity House in 


Pennsylvania. 


This is a vacation place for the 


members of the International Ladies’ Garment 


Workers’ Union. 


I went to see the camp, but 


primarily to talk in the Pike county bond cam- 


paign for the Seventh War Fund 


drive. It was 


a most interesting day; and, like all the other 
activities undertaken+by this group, the camp 
is well planned and gives an opportunity for 


healthful recreation under excellent conditions 


at minimum cost. 


Today I went out to Orange, N. J., to lunch 


with my cousin, 


Mrs. Henry Parish, on her birthday, and this evening I hope I will 
be home again, looking forward to a long and peaceful time in the 
country, for the city does not appeal to me at this season of the year. 

I was happy to receive a report from Dan West, the other day, 
which many of you have doubtless seen in the papers. The United 
National Clothing Collection, under Henry J. Kaiser, has evidently 


done remarkably well. 


The report has come in from 7,200 local 


chairmen and committees that 150,303,965 pounds of clothing were 
collected up to the night of June 13. This means that millions of 
citizens in every walk of life gave some of their clothing, and that 
tens of thousands of volunteers collected, sorted and packed the 


garments as they came in. 
The only reward which will 


come to any of those who have 


given so much in material and in time is the knowledge that mil- 
lions of war victims will be clothed during the coming months. It 
has been emphasized right along that the shipping of this material 
depends, of course, on the general allocation of priorities. Food 
and necessary farm implements and other equipment may have to 
go first; but before the winter I hope that in all of the liberated 
countries of Europe these garments will be saving men and women 
and children from great suffering. 

Having clothes to wear will mean a resumption of normal activi- 
ties which will mean much to the general good of these countries. 
A child, for instance, cannot attend school without proper clothing. 
A man cannot go to work unless he has the right kind of clothing 
to wear, nor can a woman resume any of the normal duties of her 
life unless she feels that her clothing fits her needs.

New Ruling Issued 


For Motor Carriers - 


Walter McDonald, chairman of 
the Public Service Commission, 
has announced a new ruling for 
motor carriers to protect claims 
for overcharges, loss or damage to 
property in shipment. The order, 
effective Aug. 1, was issued yes- 
terday . following: action by the 
commission on complaints that 
carriers were failing to adjust 
claims promptly and that certain 
carriers had failed to remit COD 
collections. 

Motor carriers will be required 
to file quarterly statements under 
oath showing assets and liabilities, 
revenues and expenses, amount of 
unpaid claims, and total amount of 
unpaid COD collections. They will 
be held to strict compliance with 
the commission’s rule that COD 
funds be treated as trust funds and 
not be commingled with any other 
fund. 

COD bonds sufficient to cover 
all COD funds that the carriers 
may have at any one time will be 
required, as well as cargo insur- 
ance to cover the value of any 
likely cargo, and terminal insur- 
ance must be adequate to cover 
the value of shipments likely to be 
stored in terminals or depots at 
any one time,

E. L. Hart, traffic manager of 
the Atlanta Freight Bureau, has 
issued a statement praising the at- 
titude of the southern railroads in 
deciding to accept without further 
protest the recent decision of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
equalizing freight rates throughout 
the country east of the Rocky 
Mountains. J. G. Kerr, chairman 
of the Southern Freight Associa- 
tion, made the announcement re- 
cently. 

In commenting on Kerr’s state- 
ment, Hart said: 

“Now that the case is ended, we 
interpret the position of these car- 
riers to be one of readiness to 
promote the best interests of the 
section they serve. In this spirit, 
we join them with full assurance 
of our intention to be fair and 
reasonable in the readjustments 
that must be made. In this ex- 
pression, it is believed we be- 
speak the attitude of the majority 
of ythe southern shippers. 

‘It is our sincere belief that a 
faithful and conscientious applica- 
tion of the order of the commis- 
sion will mean the release of in- 
dustrial energies in this area and 
the quickening of the economic 
forces which will be beneficial to 
commerce and agriculture.  In- 
deed, it seems already apparent 
that the influence of the order is 
stimulating interest in the expan- 
sion of industries and the estab 
lishment of new lines of endeavor. 
Moreover, it is our belief that in 
the operation of the order, the car- 
riers will themselves find that 
their own welfare has been served. 

“With the prospect of water 
transportation from Atlanta to the 
gulf now brighter than it has been 
at any time, we are constrained to 
say that the picture of coming 
events is pleasing.”
